The carpenters, liké other wage-earners, 
live better, in better houses, and wear bet- 
ter clothes. It is true, as he says, that im- 
proved machinery has replaced hand labor 
in many industries and thrown a number of 
men out of work. The cheapening in the 
cost of production, however, due to the use 
of machinery, explains the advance in the 
purchasing power of wages. The secretary 
told the commission that the purchasing 
power of carpenters’ wages is from 80 to 40 
per cent greater than it was thirty years 
ago. If hand labor had not been replaced 
by machinery carpenters would be unable 
to buy more with their wages than they 
did a ghird of a century ago. There can be 
no progress made in this world, apparently, 
without somebody being hurt by it.

Tells of Canned Beet Tests. 

Dr. Wiley appeared several times before 
the army inquiry board. Of analyses he 
made of the canned roast beef he said: ‘‘In 
all the examinations I made I did not dis- 
cover one can that was spoiled. The trouble 
was for the greater part in the manner in 
which it was served. Exposed to the in- 
tense tropical heat of Cuba, it was not cal- 
culated to be a palatable fool. If it had been 
properly served, however, I believe it would _ 
have been found all right. I examined many

Dr. Wiley told of the adulterations which 
had come to his notice in the course of his 
work as government chemist. He spoke first 
of dairy p , saying the most common 
adulteration of milk was taking away the 
fat by skimming, then diluting the milk 
with water. The most common fraud in 
making butter, he said, was 
ef other fats, both animal and vegetab 
for the fat of the m milk, Cotton seed ofl — 
high grades of lard were employed in this 


way. 
The witness did not condemn the products 
so adulterated as unhealthful, but thought 
they were wholesome and fit for those who 
could not afford to buy genuine butter, He 
did condemn, however, the practice of sell- 
the adulterated article for genuine but- 
ter and at the price charged for the latter. 
He believed the present lew of great benefit 
both to the consumer and the honest man- 
ufacturer, and expressed the opinion that 
when it wes enforced adulterations were not 
common. The same éort of adulteration was 
ticed, he said, in making cheese. 
~ He believed honey to be one of the most 
abused food articles on sale. In many cases

At last, get away the trouble, the 
trio resolved to leave for Canada, where 
they felt sure a far different reception would 
await them. But unfortunately the articles 
had-been copied in the Montreal papers, and 
as much indignation was aroused against 
the actor» and ‘their noble friend there as 
the whole affair had created amusement 
here. . The officers of the garrigon stationed

More enraged than ever, the Duke and his 
actor friends left Canada and returned to the 
United States, where quite naturally they 
found that the treatment*to which they had 
been subjected in Canada had merely served 
to convince the entire American public that 
the Duke was merely a bogus nobie. 
Finally the Duke in utter despair sailed 
for England, and was taken with a serious 
fit of gout on his way home, the result of 
the continual exasperation to which he had 
been subjected on fo ei of the Atlantic. 


Just before he sailed he calle@ with his 
two actor friends on the District Attorney 
of New York, Mr. Phelps, with the object of 
obtaining the indictment for Hbel of Mr.
